Thave his Warrant for; and to make a long Detail 
here of what the Reader will find from bis o 
Hand, would be but troubleſome and unneceſſary : I 
ſhall only advance this, That bis Title was greater 
than his Eſtate, and his Merit than bis Fortune: 
His Dependance was principally upon the Favourrof 
the Court, for whoſe Service he 2 always glad to 
facrifice his Repoſe and Hazard his Perſon. 
He was made Priſoner with Marſhal Tallard at - 
the Battle of Hochſtet, where he ſerv'd as firſt Aid 
de Camp to that General: His Lot fell amongft 
thoſe Priſoners which were detain'd in Holland. 
He was maliciouſly accus'd by M. Marſin to Mon- 


ſieur Chamillard of not doing his Duty at that 


Famous Battle, which diſorac'd him at the French 
Court, and made him deſpair of ever retrieving 
the King's Favour. The States of Holland then, 

upon his Promiſe never after to ſerve againſt the 
Allies, gave him his Liberty. Aſter which he re- 

tired to the Court of Bruſſels, where the Eleft6r of 
Bavaria kindly receiv'd him; but the Eleitor's - 
Friendſhip beg an at laſt to grow cold; and the Mar- 
queſs, diveſted of bis former Employments, and ſee- 


uu himſelf but lightly eſteem d among f his quondam

the Great Duke, of what paſs'd at Florence (in which 


that Prince acted ill, ſiace I deſir d his Secrecy.) Their 
Sentiments prevail'd upon all the Members of rhe 
Senate, who ar laſt plainly told me, That they could 
not enter into any Engagement with rhe Moſt Chri- 
ſtian King againſt the Holy See. 
This ill Succeſs added to rhe Chagrin {which my 
repulſe at Florence n n, me, embitier d 
the grateful rafts of my firſt NEgoriations. I gave the 
Court an account of my ill ſucceſs, and carried it 
1 to the Matqueſs de Lavardin at Rome, where 
I his Excellency perplex d more than ever with 
that Court; and the French Gentlemen that attended 
him there, as much entangled in their Amours with 
the Ladies of the Town.

The King did not ſtay a —_ in Flanders af- 


ter his entry into Mons, being perſwaded by his Mi- 


niſters that it was not good Policy for ſuch a Monarch 
to riſque his Life. Nothing further memorable paſs d 
berween the rwo Armies thar Campaign, rill the Con- 
federare Army was retiring into Winter Quarters. 
The middle of September being eome, the King 
of England left the Army ro the Conduct of the 
Prince of Waldeck, and rerurn'd into England. The 
Marſhal de Luxembourg hoping to make ſome Advan- 
tage of his abſence, got all the Intelligence he could 
by Spies and Captives, of the Condition of the Ene- 
mies Army, and the Situation of the Country thro' 
which they muſt paſs ro go into their Quarters; and 
reſolved to fall upon their Rear. As ſoon as he per- 
ceiy'd their Motions in order to retire, he draws to- 
ether all the King's Houſhold, the Gens d' Arms, 
— Regiments of Horſe and two of Dragoons, and by 
favour of a Fog fell upon them on a ſudden; the Ene- 
my defended themſelves with exceeding Bravery, and 


the Country being covet d with 5 and Defiles, 


they found means to ſuccour thoſe t were attack d 
with freſhTroops, and the Conflict beyan to be bloody 
and uncertain. The Marſhal ar laſt ſeeing the Ene- 
mies whole Army advance, retir'd with the utmoſt 
diligence, leaving a. great many brave Officers and 
Soldiers that fell in the Engagement behind him. 
During this Campaign the ueſs de Louvois died. 
Beſides his being firſt Miniſter of State, he was Su- 
perintendant of the Navy, great Vicar of the order 


of St. Lazare, bf Notre Dame de Mont Carmel, 
Great Maſter of the Courriers, and Superintendant 


General of the Poſts; he died ar Verſailles the 16th 
of July 1691. in the 51 year of his Age. The man.

1691; tled upon the Throne, and uſing the Nerves of that 
Nation againſt the Defigns of France; could nor for- 
bear venting his Rage upon the Marqueſs de Louvois, 
As France declar'd War againſt Hol/and, in order to 
oblige that Nation to call back the Troops they lent 
the Prince of Orange upon his going into England, or 
to put ir under vreffing ries by their ſudden In- 
vaſion; the Marqueſs was the only Perſon that ſway. 
ed the Council in advifing the King-at the ſame time 
to attack the Empire by the Siege of Philipsburgh, 
To this falſe ſtep the King believed a great many con- 
fequent Evils to be owing, particularly that of King 
Ilan“ Succeſs in England and Ireland. To be 
ſhorr, the King's Paſſion run ſo high (notwithſtandin 
the Reaſons the Marqueſs brought to juſtifie himſelf 
as to cauſe him ro give that Miniſter a Box on the 
Ear. The Marqueſs was ſo ſenſibly affected to ſee 
himſelf thus ill uſed in a full Aſſembly, by a Monarch 
that had always made him his Favourite, and for pol 
Intereſt he always thought it a Glory to ſacrifice him- 
ſelf, aroſe ſoon after from his Chair and beg his 
Majeſty's leave to go forth, ſaying, that he found him. 
ſelf III: The King being willing to mortiſie him, and 
believing that Complaiſance would be unſeaſogable, 
commanded him to fir ſtill, The Marqueſs, oblig d 
ro obey his Sovereign, remain'd in Council; but his 
illneſs increafing, his Countenance chang'd as pale as 
Death; the King then gave him leape'to retire. He 
was ſcarce able ro go through the ſeveral Apartments 
to the Stairs, at the bottom of which his Coach wait 
ed for him. Being got home he was immediately 
blooded in the Arm, but perceiving bimſelf mightily 
* was bled again, and that was the laſt moment 
of his Life. His Majeſty ſuffer d à great lofs in this 
Miniſter, and his Death was mite advantageous ta 
the Allies than the gaining of a general Battle, or 
the Conqueſt of many Important Places. 
The Campaign of 1691 being ended, I attended 
the Marſhal to Court, where we paſs'd our Winter 
Quarters very agreeably in Pleaſures. The Gallan- 
try of the Court was not a little augmented by two 
Marriages of Diſtinction which the King * le this 
Vier: 
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mixing rhe Blood of the Royal Family with 
that of his Illegitimate Children, which was done in 
both theſe Matches: Madam de Blois whom the Duke 
de Chartes eſpouſed ; and the Duke of Maine, who 
eſpouſed the ſecond Daughter of the Prince of Conde, 
were both Children of his Miſtreſſes. 
The Rejoycings occaſion d by theſe Iliuſtrious Al- 
liances were follow'd by an extraordinary ſpectacle 
of Novelty. The King would give his Children an 
Image of the War; the Campaign was to be made 
in the Province of Campagne: I was order'd ro go 
and aſſiſt the Ingineers in making out that famous 
Camp. I could ſcarce forbear laughing to ſee all 


the proud Equipage that was marking for this ſham . 


War ; no Body had the precaution to make his Will 
before he went into the Field. This celebrated Con- 
flict very much reſembled the Siege of Mons, where 
the Ladies of Court thought it a Glory to carry the 


Muſquet, becauſe they knew very well there were no 
Blows would be given. The King, the Princes and 
Princeſſes his Children, the Dube of Luxembourg, the 
other Generals, all the Lords and Ladies of the Court, 


in ſhort, all Pari ſer out the beginning of March upon 


this Important Expedition. We beſieged the Place 
in form; we drew the Lines of Circumvallation, 
open d the Trenches, batter d it, and ar laſt took it; 


and whilſt we made War on one fide we made Love 


on the other; the Generals gave Balls in their Tents 
as they had done at Mons. The King took his part 
of all the Pleaſure and Gallantry with his Generals; 
he ſhew'd as much Tenderneſs for his ancient Miſtreſ- 
ſes as he uſed formerly to do; his Children, and all 
the Lords of the Court, imirated his Majeſty, and 
each in his turn careſs'd rhe Fair Ones: In truth, I 
thought it a fingular Pleaſure ro make War ſo a- 
bly ; and indeed whilft every ane was diverting 
imſelf I did nor fit croſs leg d. I ſhall forbear rela- 
ting abundance of diyerting Intrigues which —

As the time approach'd wherein we muſt go to 
make War in s, after another manner than 
we had done in Campagne, I rerurn'd to Paris to 
rake my leave of ſome Friends, and get ready the 
Marſhal de Luxembourg's Equipage. The King a few 
days after, and all rhe Court, return d ro Verſazlles, 
and chang'd their Councils from the ſhadow to the 
ſubſtance of War , | 

The King having confer'd with Marſhal de Luxem- 
bourg, in a private Council held at Verſailles, upon 
the preſent Circumſtance of Affairs, reſolved to give 
two great Blows at rhe beginning of the Campaign, 
At this time his Majeſty made the greateſt Oſtentati- 
on of his Power, and thought his preſence neceſſary 
— Life and Vigor to the execution of thoſe Pre- 
jects that he had form d. The firſt of theſe Degen 
was the Siege of Namur; and the ſecond to re- 5 
liſn King — He departed from Verſailles the 


roth of May, to put himſelf ar the head of his Army 
in Flanders, which confiſted"of 1 Few? Men ; the 


24th he encamp'd in the Plains of St. Amand, be- 
rween Ligny Fleurus ; that being the Place where 
the famous Battle was fought which recover'd the 
ſinking Reputation of his Arms the beginning of this 
War; his Majeſty, accompanied by the Duke of Lux- 
embourg, had the Curioſity to viſit all chat Country; 
the Duke pleaſantly diverred his Majeſty, ſhewing 
him the Methods that he uſed to bring the Prince of 
Waldeck to a Battle. The King afterwards divid 

his Army into ſeveral Bodies, and began the Siege ol 
Namur ; the 5th of June rhe Town ſurrender'd, the 
Caſtle continuing to defend it ſelf vigorouſly. The 
King of England aſſembled his Army with all expe- 
dition, and accompanied with the Elector of Bava, 
ria encamp d on the Banks of the River Meine, and 
would haye paſs u it if he had not been hinder'd by 
the Rains that ſwell'd rhe River to ſuch a degree as 
to carry away all the Bridges; the Caſtle ſurrendred 
the 3orh of the ſame Month; and thus the King ſuc- 
ceeded in his firſt Project. Now Tl give a ſhort ac-

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upon England. The Naval Army of France was rea- 16 


dy to put to Sea, reſolved ro make a Deſcent upon 


England in order to re-eſtabliſh King James upon that 
Throne. That unfortunate Prince was ready to Em- 
bark with the Army that was to aſſiſt him: All was 
ready except God, the Diſpoſer of all things, who, by 
contrary Winds hinder'd the joyning of the ſeveral 
Squadrons which were to compoſe the Fleet. This 
Enterprize was attended with two great Conſpira- 
cies; one was concerted in England to ſurprize and 
ſeize the Queen and tranſport her into France; the 
other was to be executed in Flanders by Aſſaſſinating 
King William. Monſieur de Barbeſieuæ who ſucceed- 
ed the Marqueſs de Louvois in the Management of 
Affairs, would have engaged me to enter into the 
laſt Defign : Bur as theſe ſott of Actions are unwor- 
thy of the Character of a Man of Honour, I beg'd 
him ro excuſe me, alledging, that rhe Veneration I 
had for Kings would not permit me to engage my 
ſelf therein; that I had rather loſe my Life an hun- 
dred rimes in the Service of the King upon other Oc- 
cafions. The Chevalier Granval was not ſo ſcrupu- 
lous, he undertook ir, and his Life became a Victim 
to his Imprudence; for, having been diſcover'd, he was 
condemn'd ro die, and execured in rhe Confederare 
Army the 13th of ft. ' 

The Fleers of England and Holland taking rhe Ad- 
vantage of this Impediment chat happend to the 
French Fleet by contrary Winds, joyn'd to the num- 


ber of 88 Ships of War, and ſer fail in queſt of the 


French Fleet commanded by Monfieur Tourville. As 
ſoon as they appear'd, that Admiral, who had Orders 
to fight, being join'd by the other Ships that he ex- 
pected, attack d the Confederate Fleet; the Fight 
continued ſharp and bloody for three days ſucceſ- 
ſively. Tourvillt at laſt, finding that he had loſt 18 
Men of War, and was not able to continue the 
Fight, retreated by favour of the Night, and left the 
Victory to the Enemies Fleets. This misfortune al- 


lay d the Joy chat the taking of had cauſed at 
Court: Progreſs of de King Gum was inter- 
rupted, and the federare Princes had now ſuf- 


ſclent reaſon to conſolate chemſelves for rhe *

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that Important Place. The King, at his ſetting 
out from Paris, had ſo great an Opinion ot the Pro. 
jects which he had concerted, that be did not ſcruple 
to ſay, That this Compaign would pur an end to 
the War, and reduce Affairs to their former ſtate. 

The loſs of Namur was ſo ſenſible to the King of 


England, that he reſolved to come to à Battle with 


the Duke of Luxembourg. That General had cer- 
tainly been ſurpris d at Stein kerque, if it had not been 
prevented by a Correſpondence that I had with one 
of the Elector of Bavaria's Domeſticks, who advis'd 
me of every thing chat paſsd : He was a Mukician, 
his Name was Millevoys : I formerly contracted an 
intimate acquaintance with him ar Tournay, where he 
raught me Muſick, and was a great Maſter of that 
Science, but very much debauch'd and corrupted in 
his Manners, which led him into ſome Practices which 
oblig d him to leave the Town : arriving at the H 
his great skill in Muſick recommended him to 
Envoy of the Elector of Bavaria, who entertaj 
him for ſome time, and afterwards ſent him to his 
Maſter the E ector, where he became one of his 
Highneſs's Muſicians. He writ to me from Bruſſels, 
gave me an account of his 1 and hinted 
that he would be ready to inform me of what paſs d 
at that Court, provided I would procure him a Pen- 
ſion from the Dake de Luxembonrg. I gave the Duke 
an account of this Letter, and rhe Perſon that wrote 
it; he order'd me to laꝝ hold of this opportunity, 
and encourage the Correſpondence z adding, that he 
ſhou'd have a Penſion of 1200 Florins per Annum.

Having execured the Orders I had received-from 
Court, and no other buſineſs to detain me in Holland, 
I took leave of Monfieur du Harlay to return to Ver- 
ſailless Thar Miniſter having ſeen a Manuſcript de- 
ſign d for the Preſs, intitul d, The Hiſtory of Madam: 
Maintenon and Monſieur d Aubigne her Grandfather, 
perſwaded thar he ſhould do Madam Maintenon a' 
ſingular Pleaſure in ꝓreventing the Impreſſion of that 
Work, which wola have made a great noiſe in the 
World, bought it of the Author for 30 Lewis's d'Or; 
he gave me this Manuſcript, and defir'd me ro pre- 
ſent it to Madam Maintenon, and to aſſure her of the 
ferventZeal he always had to oblige her; that he was 
overjoy'd at his finding this opportunity in fuppreſ- 
fing a Work which would have leflen'd the Reſpect 
that all France had for her Perſon, and ill uſtrious 
Houſe. If Monſieur du Harlay was very glad to ob. 
rain thereby the Marchioneſs de Maintenen's Favour, 
who was the firſt moyer of the Court, and Diſpen- 
ſatrice of all its Favours; I, for my part, was nor 
diſpleaſed with being charged with a Commiſſion 
which would make me acceptable to her. Being re- 
rurn'd to Verſailles, I perform d with Pleaſure my pro- 


miſe to Monſieur du Harlay, and gave the Marchioneſs 


de Maintenon and the Miniſters of the Court at the 
ſame time an account of my Negotiations. 

The Ambaſſadors of France reſolved to puſh on 
vigorcuſly the wagk of Peace, limited the Plenipo- 
tentiaries of the federate Princes to the 20th of 
September to deliberate upon the Offers that had been 
made em, and before that day to accept or refuſe 
the ſame; which day being come, they put the laſt» 
Hand to that great Work. The Treaty between 
France and the United Provinces was ſign d at Mid- 
night, that with Spain an hour afrerwards, and that 
with England at three a Clock in the Morning. I 
ſhall not take any notice here of the Complaints that 
the Imperial Miniſters, and thoſe of other Cynfede - 
rate Princes, made to thoſe chree Powerß chat had, 
madę a ſeparare Peace; only that they * 5

were truly poſſeſt with a Spirit of Paciſi cation. Ar 
laſt, the Plenipotentiaries of the Emperor, and the 
other Princes, reſolved ro make Peace with France, 
and ſo put an end to a War that had continued nine 
ears, coſt vaſt Sums of Money, impoverifff@ che 
People of all Nations that were concern'd in ir, and 
deſtroy d an infinite number of Men. F | 
I have before hinted, that the 1 maſon that 
induc'd the King to conclude a Peace fo ſuddenly, 
was the Approaching Death of the King of Spain. It 
was his Majeſty's Intereſt to diſunite ſo many Pow- 
ers in Alliance, whoſe concurrence, by the union of 
their Armies, would have been fatal to his Defigns, if 
his Catholick Majeſty had died in the time of the 
Negotiation of that Peace: For, inſtead of terminating 
it would have open'd again the Theatre of War more 


bloody then before; the Confederare Princes would 
without doubt have doubled their Efforts, and con- 


teſted Sword in Hand the Succeſſion of France to 
the Monarchy of Spain. The King then drew very 
great Advantages, by the 8 that his Plenipo-

to fill up the vacant Throne, declar'd, that that Prince 
ſhould be acknowledg'd univerſal Monarch of all 
Spain, according to King Charles TI's Will: And ro 

re for ever that Crown ro the Royal Family of 
France, in caſe of Death, ro which the Princes 
in the World are Subject, as well as other Men; his 
Majeſty's Council thought it neceſſary for Mon- 
ſieur the King's only Brother to make a Proteſt a- 
gainſt the Arch-Dukeof Auſtria, to whom the Crown 
was ſubſtituted, in caſe the Duke of Berry ſhould be- 
come King of France, or die without Iſſue; that 
then Monfieur and his Children ſhould ſucceed 
to the Crown of Spain; This Proteſtation was fol- 
lowed with a ſecond which Monſieur the Duke de 
Chartres made, as Preſumptive Heir of Monſieur 
the Duke of Orleans; all theſe Precautions were 


taken to alienare for ever rhe Houſe of 1 from 


that Succeſſion. The King makes rhe y. 
which was, to acknowledge the Duke of Anjou for 
King, The 16th of this Month November his Majeſty 


gave a particular Audience to the Marqueſs de Caſtel 


dos Rios, Ambaſſador of Spain; the Duke of Anjou 
entring in the mean time into the Cloſer, rhe King 
ſaid unto him, Sir, the King of Spain has made you

„aud render your ſelf worthy to reign upon 
the Throne of a Monarchy to which you are advanc'd, 
After this Pompous Diſcourſe his Majefty plac'd him- 
ſelf upon the right fide of the Duke of Anjou, and 
ſpake to the Marqueſs de Caſte! dos Riot, that he might 
ſalute him as his King. The Ambaſſador then put one 
Knee upon the Ground, and kiſs'd the new King's 
Hand, This firft Ceremony was followed with a 
publick Declaration, that the Moſt Chriſtian Kir g had 
order'd the Doors of his Cloſer to be open'd to all 
the Court, and that Monſeigneur the Duke of Anjou 
was King of Spain, Then the Marqueſs de Caſtel dos 
Rias preſented his eldeſt Son, and the Spaniſh Gen- 
tlemen of his Retinue, to kiſs the King's Hand kneel- 
ing, as he had done. From this time to the 4th of 
December, which was the day appointed for his Ca- 
tholick Majeſty's Deparrure, the whole rime was ſpent 
in receiving and returning Viſits. The Dukes of Bur- 
gundy and Berry, his Brothers, viſited him. Monſ. 
the Dauphin being then at Meudon, the new King, 
his Son, went thither to viſit him. Monſ. and Ma- 
dam, the Duke and Dutcheſs of Orleans, the 
Duke of Chartres, the Grand Dutcheſs of Tuſcany, 
King James, and the Queen his Spouſe, the Nun- 
cio, and the Ambaſſadors of Sovereign Princes, who 
were then at Paris, came to ſalute his Carholick Ma- 
jeſty. The Parliament of Paris, the Chamber of Ac- 
counts, the Court of Aids, and the Gentlemen of 
the French Academy came to pay him Homage and” 
Harrangue him. I cannot forbear citing here the 
Addreſs made him by this laſt Body, which is not 
only a piece of Eloquence, but ſhews us to what 
exceſs they puſh their Flatteries, to excire a Prince 
to follow the Steps of a Monarch that has govern'd

The Duke of Anjou having been acknowledg'd 
King of Spain (being yer in France), by the Cere- 
mory that the Moft Chriſtian King had caus'd to be 
perform'd, which I have already laced ; he put on 
the Habit of the Country, ſuch as the Kings of that 
Monarchy wear, the 19th of the ſame Month; ir 
was a black mourning Dreſs, with a long Cloak of 
the ſame colour, having a Train of an Ell and an 
half long, according to rhe Cuftom of Spain : His 
Catholick Majeſty went then ro Maſs with the King 
into the Gallery of the Chappel, the Duke of Au- 
mont, his Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty's Gentleman, car- 
ried his Train to the Guard-Hall, where the Count 
de Precy, Lieutenant of the Guards took it, and car · 
ried it to the Gallery. 

Whilſt the Court was buſied with all theſe Cere- 
monies, I thought of nothing bur diverting my ſelf, 
As my Journey to Spain had made me Mafter of that 

guage, my Converſation was generally with the 
Spaniſh Lords, that came with the Ambaſſador. I 
contracted a particular Friendſhip with one of theſe 
Gentlemen whoſe Name was I! Seignor Caftilleras ; he 
was a Perſon of Diſtinction, a little looſe and ex- 
travagant, but of ſuch an affectionate Temper rhar 
I could nor but love him at our firſt Interview.

particular Acquaintance, it was no ſmall pleaſure ro 
me, to ſee the Formality of his Addreſs to the Lady, 
and the Confuſion that ſhe was in, by ſuch ſtrange 
Converſation, Caſtilleras began, drawing near the 
Lady, with abundance of low and reverend Bows, 
which were followed with a Declaration of bis Love 
certainly more facerious than any Scene of Harlequin. 
I thought I ſhould have died with laughing, and I 
believe rhe Lady had a great deal of difficulty to 
forbear. His firſt Talk was upon the excellency of 
the Spaniſh Tongue which exceeded all others in the 
World; he ſaid, that God ſpoke to Moſes in Mount 
Sinai in Spaniſh, and at the ſame time ask d the Lady 
if ſhe could ſpeak that Language; She anſwer'd, No. 
Caſtilleras replied then, that he would talk to her in 
French: He continued his tale of Love, and ſaid, the 
Women of every Country cught to prefer the A- 
mours of Spaniards before all other Nations in the 
World, becauſe they were deſcended from the noble 
Race of the Gozhs, becauſe their King was Maſter 
of 63 Kingdoms; that Maſs was always celebrated 
in his Dominions ; that the Sun never depriv'd them 
of irs light; that their King had a Right to com- 
mand all ftrange Nations. After all this fine Preamble 


he came to the Affair of Love; he compar'd his Mi- 


ſtreſs ro the Queen of the Amazons, her Underſtand- 


ing to the Wiſdom of Solomon, her fair Hair to the 
ſplendi 


d Rays of the Sun, her Eyes to Stars ſparkling 


in the Heavens, her Lips to the fineſt Coral, her fair

| fineſt Pearl; and in ſhort, her Perſan was made an 


Abridgmenr of all the Wonders of the World : He 
concluded with a Proteſtation that expreſt all poſſible 
rokens of the exceſs and extravagancy of his Love; 
then kneeling, as when he ſaluted the new Ki 
ſaid, your Merits are ſuch that I will live and die for 
ou; and, drawing his Sword, ſaid, this piece of 
ſhall be witneſs. The Lady, nor accuſtom d to 
theſe extravagant Sallies, was afraid that Caſtillerat

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apon his Sword, and earneftly entreated him to put 1900; | 
1 into its Scabbard. He replied, Madam, in WYW, — 
obedience to you it ſnall be done, and then he aroſe: 

We took our leaves of the Lady, Caftelliras, better 

pleas'd than a King at the Succeſs of his firſt Viſit, and 

my ſelf no leſs ſarisfied with the diverting Scene he 

had given us. I have already ſaid, That the King 

order'd the Marqueſs d' Harcourt to appear upon the 

Frontiers of Spain with a powerful Army, in order 

to ſtrike a Terror into that Nation: But his Maj 

perceiving by the Homages that rhe Ambaſſador and 

ſeveral Grandees of Spain had paid to the new King, 

that Affairs would take another turn; he changes the 

Scene, and after having rais'd the Marqueſs d Har- 

court to the Dignity of Duke and Peer of France, he 

ſent him to Madrid in quality of Ambaſſador Extra- 

ordinary, to confer with Cardinal Portocarrero and 

the other Minifters of the Regency, about the Cere- 

monies of the new King's Reception. His Majeſty 

could nor make choice of a Miniſter more proper for 

that Embafſage, nor more agreeable to the Grandees 

and People of Spain: And that he might ſupport that

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1700. Marks of the Bravery of a Prince deſcended from the 
Www Houſe of Bourbon, and hop'd, that the new Luſtre 


which he ſhould give that Monarchy, would give the 
Nation cauſe not to repent of the Choice that it made 
of a Prince of France, preferable to a Prince of the 
Houſe of Auſtria. 
Before his Catholick Majeſty's departure the Court 
thought fir ro employ me in a private Negotiation 
whole Conſequences were very advantageous to the 
King's Deſigns. I have before ſaid, that when I was 
ſent to the Court of Bruſſe!s in the year 1696, I left 
the Elector of Bavaria favourably inclin'd towatds 
France, Monſieur de Puiſſegur being afterwards ſent 
to his Electoral Highneſs, proceeded ſo ſucceſsfully 
upon the Plan that I began upon, that he diſpos'd the 
Elector ro engage himſelf in rhe Intereſt of France: 
He found no great Difficulties to obſtruct him, ex- 
cept {ome Millions of Money chat he was oblig d to 
offer: He dexterouſly made uſe of the Diſſatisfaction 
that the Elector had with the Conduct of the King 
of England, and the States General, at the end of the 
laſt War : Beſides this Subject of Complaint which 
he pretended was Juſt ; that Prince had an Envoy at 
the Hague, who earneſtly endeavour'd ro induce the 
States ro lend his Maſter a conſiderable Sum of Mo- 
ney, which he had occaſion for; they refus'd ir, and 
anſwer d at the {ame time, That his Electoral High- 
neſs onghr to be ſatisfied with the Complaiſance 
the Town of Amſterdam had already ſhewn his High- 
neſs, in lending him Sums of Money upon the EHlecto- 
Sal Crecwn and Jewels that were depoſited in their 
Hands, above the value of them. The States, who 
wiſely and politickly adminifter their Government, 
did him no Injuſtice: If they had been willing to 
fatisfie a Prince that was ſwallow'd up in Debt, it 
would have coſt 'em immenſe Sums, and all rhe ex- 
ceſs of their Generofiry would never have been capa- 
ble of diverting him from embracing rhe Intereft of 
France. He would have taken all cheir Money that 
they would give him, and his Ambition would have 
been never the more ſatisfied therewith; he would not- 
withſtanding all that have play d the lame trick, as I 
am going now to ſhow he de. His 
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His Electoral Highneſs's Envoy ſeeing the States 170 
inflexible to that Overture, came at laſt to defire N 
them that they would releaſe the Electoral Crown 

and Jewels that were put into the Hands of the 
Gentlemen. of Amſterdam ; adding, that if they would 
do the Elector his Maſter that Pleaſure, he would nor 
fail gratefully to acknowledge it. Bur. befides the 
loſs that the States would have ſufferd in thoſe con- 
ſiderable Sums that were lent upon this Pledge, they 
would have had the Regrer of ſeeing their Kindneſſes 
beſtow'd upon a Prince that was even then in concert 
with the Moſt Chriſtian King, contriv ing the Ruin of 
their Republick, which our following Relations will 
clearly diſcover. 

The Count de Monaſterol, his Envoy at the Court 
of France, was one of the firſt Miniſters chat compli- 
mented the new King, on the part of his Electoral 
Highneſs, and deliver d him a Letter at the ſame time 
expreſt in moſt reſpectful Terms, containing in ſub- 
ſtance; That there was no Prince in Europe ſo over- 
joy d at his Advancement to the Throne of a Mo- 
narchy, to which God, his Righr, and the Conſent 
of the People had call'd him: Thar his Zeal ſhould 
* appear in contributing to the urmoſt of his Power rq 
the eſtabliſhing bis Nephew, who was ſo worthy to | 
* reign : Thar he did not doubt but Divine Providence | 
would bleſs his Reign, and his Arms, againft fo ma- ; 
ny Princes that were joyning together to diſpute his 
* Succeſſion to the Crown: Rurrhar their Confederacy 
would no more prevail than all thoſe that had been 
heretofore made, to ſtop the courſe of the Moſt 
* Chriftian King's neſts : Thar if that Monarch 
had always made War with Superiority, when 
* he was not united with Spain, 'rwas reaſonable to | 
* believe, that the Union of thoſe rwo Monarchies 
* would form ſo irreſiſtible a Power, that the Confe- ö 
* derare Princes, jealous of his Proſperity, would re- . 
* penr their raking Umbrage at his Deſigns : Thar in 
* ſhorc, he would ſend rhe Marqueſs de Bedmar to his 
Catholick Majeſty to aſſure him more particularly | 
* of his Reſpects, and to concert Means with the Mi- | 
{ niſters of rhe Moft Chriſtian King, of ſecuring all the. 7

two Fortreſſes being the principal of that ny, 
© he believ'd the Precaution that he had taken wou 


© be agreeable to him; That be would expect his 
Majefty's more particular Orders, by which he ſhould 
be proud to be regulated. 
The Marqueſs de Bedmar was no {ſooner arriv'd at 
Courr, bur the new King gave him Audience, and 
expreſt to him the great Eſteem he had for his Ele- 
ctoral Highneſs : The Marqueſs in his turn aſſur d 
his Catholick Majefty in his Highneſs's Name, that 
he earneſtly defired ro unite himſelf for ever to the 
Inrereſt of a Prince that was by Blood already ſo nearly 
related ro him. As I knew the Marqueſs particularly 
well at the Court of Bruſſels he deſit d me ro accom. 
pany him to that Audience, and did me the Honour 
ro ſigniſie ro our Miniſters, that they would very 
much oblige him if they would permit him to ne- 
gotiate his Affairs with me. The Marqueſs de Torcy 
told the King what the Marqueis deſired, and his Ma- 
jeſty ſhewing himſelf pleaſed with my Conduct in 
all thoſe Affairs that had been committed to my Care, 
conſented to it; adding, That I ſhould treat with the 
Marqueſs upon a Project that Monſieur Chamillard 
ſhould give me. The Affairs of Spain at that time 
ſo occupied our Miniſters, that they were very wil - 
ling to eaſe themſelves of a ſtrange Negotiation which 
reſpected a Prince whoſe Circumſtances I was very 
well acquainted with; beſides the mutual Friendſhip 
thar d between che Marqueſs and my ſelf, en- 
abled me to prevail more upon the Marqueſs than 
any other Miniſter of the — to whom he was 
a ſtrangen The Marqueſs, at our firſt Conference, 
communicated to me a Memoir, which was indeed a 
Plan of the Elector's preſent Circumſtances ; he ſaid, 
He had orders to repreſent to their Moſt Chriitian 
* and Catholick Majeſties the Sacrifice that his Electo- 
© ral Highneſs ſhould make of all the Benefits that he 
and his Brother rhe Elector of Cologn had received 
from the King of England, and Monfieurs the States

* with leſs Mildneſs than their late King had done, 
might produce Con ces very prejudicial ro his 
Electoral Highneſs; That the Hazard to which he 
© was going to expole himſelf, by embracing the In- 
tereſt of the rwo Kings, requir'd that he ſhould rake 
into Conſideration the Benefirs that he might hope

He ask'd me ſeveral Queſtions upon my firſt Con. r 
ference with the Marqueſs ds Bedmar, and whether! 
found in him fincere and favourable Diſpoſitions to 

the two Crowns: I told him that every thing would 
ſucceed very well by the aſſiſtance of Money, and 

that the Memoir that I preſented ro him ſhew d, that 
his Electoral Highneſs would be dearly paid for his 
Alliance with the two Crowns. . 

Two days after, Monſieur Chamillard gave me the 
Project that I ſpoke of; it contain d in Subſtance, 
That the Advancement of the Duke of Anjou on the 

Throne of Spain ought to ſerve as a Preliminary to 
* a perfect Union between his Electoral Highneſs and 
* a Prince that is his Nephew, the ſame Blood ought 
at this time to unite the ſame Intereſts ; Thar the 
two Kings on one part, and his Electoral Highnels 
* on the other, ought murually ro forger the Diffe. 
* rences which had cccafion'd rhe laſt War, and in- 
* clin'd his Highneſs ro fide with the Enemies of the 
* Crown of France; That the Affairs of Europe ha- 
* ving taken another turn, they ought ro incline 
bim ro enter into other Engagements; That 
* he could not make choice of a Party tha: 
: would be more agreeable to him than a 785 
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Kings were, he would no longer debar himſelf from

As he had full Power 
from the Elector ro do every thing. that he ſhould 
think proper for his Highneſs's Intereft ; Monſieur de 
Chamillard and the Marqueſs de Torcy gave me alſo 
full Power, that we might the ſooner bring the Ne- 
gotiation to an end: It was of rhe greateſt Impor- 
rance to the two Crowns, that this Treaty ſhould be 
concluded before the departure of the King of Spain. 
The Engagements that his Electoral Highneſs was 
going to enter into, were of great advantage to the 
two Kings; would on one ſide contribute to the 
Eftabliſhmenr of the Duke of Anjou upon the Throne 
that he was going to advance, and on the other ſide 
would open a glorious Field ro rhe Moſt Chriſtian 
King, and enable him in all probabilry ro make War 
therein with Succeſs, againſt all the Powers that would 
p_ to diſpute the new King's Succeſſion to rhe 

onarchy of Spain. This Negotiation was not the only 
one that the Court of France was endeavouring to make 
uſe of ro ſupport their Defigns : They had ſeveral o- 
thers on foot which were carried on with ſo much 
Succeſs, that the Powers concerned only expected 
the Signal, which was agreed upon by our Miniſters, 
in order to take off their Masks. We may reckon 
in this number one of rhe moſt powerful Princes of 
the North, and likewife the Inſurrection in Hung 
under the Command of Prince Ragotsk# ; but the Al- 
liance of the Duke of Bavaria in reſptct to che great

The Affair of the Subſidy cauſed the greateſt De- 
bates between us, and as I had Orders from our 
Miniſters ro make a Bridge of Gold that might dazle 


his Electoral Highneſs in his paſſage over it, I conſider- 


ed that the two Kings were ſo powerful as not to re- 
gard a Million more or leſs, ſo we brought the Affair to 
a Concluſion, to the mutual Satisfaction of the Mar- 
queſs and my ſelf. The Article inſerted in the Treaty, 
whereby the Marqueſs was to have the Command 
of the Low · Countries, during his Electoral Highneſs's 
abſence, made him much more compliable, and very 
much facilitated the Negotiation. The Treaty being 
concluded, the two Kings fign'd it with this Reſerve, 
That the King of Spain having earneſtly defired an 
ighneſs before his de- 

parrure, to confer with him about ſeveral parti 
Affairs which would contribute to render their Uni- 
on more firm and durable; and his Catholick Majeſty 
having ſince reſolved to depart for Spain the 4th of 
December, he would leave the care of that Interview 
to the Moſt Chriſtian King; the two Kings there- 
fore defir'd his Highneſs to come incognizo to the 
Court of France, as ſoon as poſſible. Elector 
overjoy d witk having entred into an Alliance with 
the two Crowns, and obtain d all the Advantages that 
he bogs for, was willing to gratiſie the two Kings in 
their Requeſt of an Interview, and immediately pre- 
pars for his Journey ro the Court of France. His 
ind was fill'd with a thouſand Projects which plea- 
fanly flatrer'd his Ambition, and he expected that 
the King would with an open Heart communicate 
to him all the Secrets by which the War was to be 
carried on chat they were going to enter into.

Th 
two Powers united were enough to ruin all the Pro- 
jets of the two Crowns, if they ſhould rake up 
o divert the War, our Miniſters, after they 
conſulted rhe moſt celebrated Lawyers, upon a con- 
teſt wherein the Moſt Chriſtian King's Reputation

Conſtruction upon the Treaty of Partition, in hopes

To this 
End orders were ſent to Count Briord, Ambaſſador

Count de Briord preſented the 4th of December a 
Memoir upon this Subject ro the States. The Ambaſ- 
ſador of Spain had preſented one before to em on. the 
24th of Otober, by which he had inform d their High 
and Mighti chat che Moſt Chriftian King had 
accepred the Will of the late King of Speis; 
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that chat acc inftead of diminiſhing the Amis 
ry. Which had always been preſerved between the 
aniards and . ſnould ſerve to augment it 

ayd render the Peace more firm and ſtable. Theſe 
Minifters plaid at that time a part which was very 
difficult for em to maintain. Count de Briord at the 
firſt News of the Death of the King of Spain, told 
the States, Thar they ought to put their Fleets to Sea, 
and their Troops upon cheir march, to maintain the 
Treaty of Partition, to which the King his Maſter 
was reſolved to adhere.

It is impoſſible ro expreſs the ſurpriſe that our 
Miniſters were in at the N of cee three De- 
clarations of War, all pabliſh'd the ſame day. The 
Marqueſs de Torcy carried them to che King, he 
was then walking in a great Hall; che Marqueſs 
read them over to bim. His Majeſty ſeemed not 
to give much attention to the Complaints of the 
Emperor, s becauſe he was not the moſt con- 
fiderable Potentate that had declard War againſt 
him: He made a great many N upon that 
of the Queen of England, the principal Motive that 


appear d in that Declatarion reſpected the Acknow- 
ledging the Prince of Wales for King of England as 


an Indigniry done to that Nation, which ir was the

ry much provok'd the Engliſh, hd ſeeing there was 
no more credir to be given ro a Monarch who made 
Treaties and broke them again whenever he 

ſed, reſolved ar laſt ro declare War againſt him, 
The King and his Miniſters perceived then the over- 
fight that they had made, bur it was too late to re- 
medy it but by a courſe of War. What chagrin'd 
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the Ring moſt was, the Declaramon of the States Ge-

not underſtand how the Republican Prudence, to 
which he had impos'd Laws in rhe paſt Wars, durft

The opening of the Campaign, and the bold De. 
claration of War chat Monfieurs the States made, 
and the haughty Anſwer that they returned to the 
Memoir that Monſieur Barre, the Count d Avaux's 
Secretary preſented to 'em, after the departure of 
that Miniſter ; confirm'd the Court in their Opinion, 
that Monſieurs the States had very well provided for 
their Security. The unexpected Siege of Keyſer 
ſwaert chang'd the Plan of the Enterprizes that the 
King had intended. According to that Plan his Ma. 
jeſty's Armies were ro open the Campaign the be 
ginning of May with the Siege of Fulzers. Ar the 
arrival of the Courrier from Marſhal Boufflers the 
King held a grear Council of War, wherein it was 
refolv'd, that the Duke of Burgundy ſhould depar 
the 25th for the Army under that Marſhal, and Con 
mand it in Perſgp, in Quality of Generaliflimo oi 
the King's Armies in the Low-Countries and the E. 
lectorate of Celogn ; at the ſame time Boufflers had 
Orders to march to the relief of Keyſerſwarrt, with 

the Army that was before defign'd for the Expedition 
upon Fuliers. It theſe Motions of the Confederate 
Troops made che Court of France uneaſie, the Mo- 
tions that Prince Lewis of Baden made on the fide 
of Landau did not leſs embarraſs her. To Cour 
terbalance the Enemies Projects againft the rwo 
Crowns, the Court made a new Project, which, if i 
had ſucceeded, would have been fatal to the United 
Provinces, and the Armies of France would have 
ſeen themſelves in the Heart of the Republick, s 
they did in the year 1672.

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The King's Letter to the Cardinal de Noailly 
vouches ſufficiently to incline one to attribute 
compleat Victory to the Arms of the two Crowns 
at the Battle of Eckeren. If his Majeſty is not ſin- 
cere in the recital that he has made of that bloody 
Action, the fault is in part to be imputed to his 
Generals, and in part to the Marchioneſs of Main. 
tenon and his Miniſters: That Ingenious Favourite had 
order d the Court, to bring the Diſpatches brought by 
Couriers into her Chamber before they were carried 
to the King: That ſhe _ for the ſake of his Ma. 
jeſty's Health ſoften, and by degrees adviſe the King 
of any bad News; which had too ofren found their 
way to Court in the preceding Campaign, and had 
diſorder'd his Majeſty. When the Account of the

" Majeſty of the Bravery worthy of all Praiſe, ſhewn 
by your Troops under my Command; and ar the 
* ſame time to aſſure your Majeſty, that I ſhall be 
wanting in nothing that may contribute to their 
"Preſervation and Advantage; becauſe I ſhall al ways 
count it a very particular happineſs to be able ro 
' render my ſelf worthy of your Majeſty's Eſteem, 
being with reſpectful Obedience, c.

as People catch d up into the Clouds, but with this 
difference, that we were chagrin d xo ſuch a degree

It was indeed fomewhar 
ſarprizing that almoſt a whole Army ſhould be made 
Priſoners. Our Officers of Dragoons, Gendarmery, 
Cavalry, and the oldeſt Regiments of Infantry had 
reaſon ro curſe Bavaria as the dereſtable County 
which had caus'd their Diſgraces; but that is no re. 
medy for rheir unhappineſs, I may well reckon my 
ſelf amongſt them, and ſhall now ſhew the recom. 

nce that I have received for all the Services that 

have done the Court. Marſhal Tallard having been 
made Priſoner, and his Wing intirely defeared, the 


Elecror, as moſt intereſted in the fortune of this En. 


agement, apprehending that the Marſhal was made 
Prifecer, thought of nothing bur his retreat, and waz 
in danger of being ſurrounded. The French Troops 
that then remain'd upon the Field of Bartle were pur 
into the greateſt fuſion. Marſhal Mayſin, near 
whom I was, gave me a Commiſſion which I would 
have excus'd my ſelf from, as being nor his Aid de 
Camp, bur M. Tallard's, and having beſides run 3. 
mongſt the Cannon and Musker Bullets all day, I was 
unwilling ro expoſe my Life further in doing a plea- 
ſure to a 3 I had no dependance on, ard 
was not oblig d to obey ; bur yer _ to be com- 
plaiſant I undertock the execution of his Order, 
which was to go and adviſe the Commander of 27 
Battallions, and 4 Regiments of Dragoons which 
were in the Village, ro retire immediately. To exe- 
cure rheſe Orders with more readineſs I chang'd my 
Horſe, and did all that was humanel ible to 
paſs by the Engliſh Troops which had ſurrounded 
the Village ; bur in ſpire of all my endeavours I could 
nor avoid being taken Priſoners M. Marſin ſent an- 
other Aid de p with the ſame Orders, who was 
fo forrunare as to pals the Enemies Troops and 7 
into the Village; but the Orders that he carried did 
not prevent the Troops from being made Priſoners, 
M. Mayſm writ afterwards to Court that I had not 
executed his Orders, and conſequently that misfor- 


tune was imputed to me, When if I ſhould *

have been maſſacred, or made Priſoners of War. 

But to come nearer to the Matter. M. Marſin had 
no love for me, The Elector put more Confidence 
in me than in M. Marſin when we encamp'd near 
Ausbourgh, which did not pleaſe him, and made Vim 

ro tind an occafion of ſhewing me ſome marks 
of his Diſpleaſure. However it was, the Letters that 
he writ to Court caus'd my Diſgrace, and the King, 
who does nor cafily pardon where he has received 
evil Impreſſions, would never hear of me fince thac 
time. His Miniſters, who follow the Inchnation of 
his Majefty, good or bad, have alſo rurn'd their Backs 
upon me; altho' I have writ ſeveral Letters to M. 
Chamillard and de Torcy, to juſtifie my (elf, and Mar- 
ſhal Tailard has alſo writ ro the Marchioneſs of 
Maintenon in my favour. Thus the eſtabliſhment of 
my Fortune on which I had ſo much de ended is to- 
tally ſubverred, 
At the arrival of Monſieur de Silly, who was ſent 
to the King by M. Tallard, the Court was in an un- 
expreſſible Conſternation ; his Majeſty, accuſtom'd 
to conquer, was at this News extteamly mortified; 
he — not underſtand how ſo flouriſhing an Army 
as he had in Bevaria could be defeared cr taken Pri- 
ſoners : For my part, I muſt confeſs, that when I ſeri- 
ouſly reflect upon ir, I am confounded. I never ſaw our 
Generals more joyful than they apycar'd to be ar the 
fighr of the Enemies Army a little before the Battle; 
the Elector promiſing himſelf ſucceſs, proudly ſaid, 
That as he had beat Count Styrum the laſt Campaign, 
be expected to kave the pleaſure here of beating the eſt 
of the Emperor's Troops, and thoſe of bis Allies, M. Tal- 
lard, ſwelld with the Glory that he had acquir'd at 
the Battle of Spire, flatter d himſelf with the hopes 
of gaining a Victory at Hochſtet, inſomuch that he did 
f. to ſay, That if the Enemies had not Boats 
to paſs the Rivulet which ſeparated the two Armies, he

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The ſuperioriry and neſs of our Troops. But 
yer the Duke of Marlborough and Prince Eugene made 


it appear that they knew as much of this Affair az 
our Generals. To deceive them they made a De. 
tachment to beſiege Ingo/ſtade, which Project was fol- 
low'd by ſeveral Marches and Countermarches which 
they caus'd their Troops ro make, and by theſe Stra- 
rages they ſurpris d us ſo that our Tents were even 
ftanding when the Fight began; and we had ſcarce 
time enough to range our ſelves in order of Battle. 
That which was our ruin was the weakneſs of our 
Center, occaſion d by the moſt part of our Troops 
being drawn away to reinforce thoſe which were 
in the Village on our Right. My Lord Duke making 
uſe of this opportunity charg d us there ſo dexrerouſly 
with a Body of choice Cavalry that every thing that 
they mer with on that fide was forc'd and overturn- 
ed. By this unexpected Motion the two Wings 
of our Army were ſeparated, and our Field of 
* was immediately filld wich the Enemies 
roops. 

The Elector upon this Misfortune was fore d to a- 
bandon his Dominions, and retire by long Marches 
with the remains of his Army towards the Black Foreſt, 
in order to join M. Villeroy about the Sources of the 
Danube, The Prince of Baden quitted Ingolſtadt to 
join rhe main Army. The Town of Ausburgh ſent 
four Deputies to the Confederate Army to pray the 
Duke of Mariborough and Prince Eugene to give them 
their Protection. Ulm was beſieg d by General Thun- 

en. The Elector writ a Lerter to the Electreſs his 

pouſe, which bewail'd his Misfortune and the De- 
ſolation of his Country. He left rhe Adminiſtrarion 
of the Government to her during his abſence, and 
charg'd her to endeavour ro remedy Affairs as 
much as ſhe poſſibly could by her ſelf, or by the 
advice of her Miniſters. His Highneſs ſent this Let. 
ter to the Duke of Marlborough by a Trumpeter, and 
dcfir'd him to ler ir paſs to the Electreſs his Spouſe 
at Munich; my Lord Duke was not unwilling to 
ew his Enemy marks of his Generoſity and Clemen- 
cy. He caus d the Letter to be immediately di ſpatch- 
ed to the unfortunate Princeſs, who had no part 4 
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the cauſes of Bavaria's Misfortunes; ſhe endeavour d 1904.

ſollow'd her advice, he would never have hazarded

took the Government of all his Affairs; ſhe immedi- 
en Naely ſent Father Smacka a Jeſuit, to the Prince of 
ce Baden, ro make him Propoſitions of an Accommoda- 
le. on, chat ſhe might deliver her People from Deſola- 
ur non and Pillage. The Confederate Generals in 
ps be mean time making uſe of rhe ſucceſs that at- 
re tended their Arms, were deſirous of making a farther 
ng Progreſs. They march d with their Army towards 
dau, with a Reſolution either to lay Siege ro that 
nar Place, or oblige M. Villeroy, who was encamp'd up- 
-n. Non the Queich to cover it, to a ſecond Battle. Villeroy 
conſidering that he might be doom'd to the ſame 
Deftiny as the Elector and the Marſhals Tallard and 
Marfin had undergone at Hochſtet, did not think fir 
to hazard a Bartle, nor had he ſuch Orders from Court, 
which made him retire at the approach of the Confe- 
derare Army, and he was puſh'd as far as Haguenau 
_ the Enemy. 

After Villeroy's retreat, Landau was bcfieg'd by 
the Prince of Baden, the King of the Romans being 
preſent, and ſurrendred, afrer a ſtubborn Siege, by 
Capitulation. The Elector of Bavaria, overburthen'd 
with his Diſgraces, and ſeeing no remedy ſufficient to 
call Forrune on his fide, rerir'd ro Bruſſels his former 
lear of Pleaſures and Gallantry : Bavaria, his Coun. 
try ſcem'd now but a frighrful Deſart to him, repre- 
ſenting nothing but Calamities. At his arrival at Bruſ- 
els the Riector of Cologn, his Brother, came to viſit 
him. Theſe two Princes had an Interview, which 
was rendred very touching and afflicting by the freſh 
remembrances of their Misfortunes and Adverſity. 
They ſaw each other baniſh'd from their Dominions, 
and conftrain'd ro ſeek an Aſyle in France. The E- 
lector of Cologn, who was diſſatisfied with the Haugh- 
tineſs that the King and his Miniſters treated him with, 
reproach'd his Brother for having ſacrific d him to his

I muſt do this Juſtice to all the Officers and Com-

The fourth re- 
ſrecred the War of Brabant and Flanders, and gave 
bopes of driving the Allies out of all the Conqueſts 
they had made in the Low-Countries, Theſe four 
Deſigns had been ſeriouſly deliberated upon in a 
Council of War held at Verſailles, where all rhe Ge- 
nerals affiſted ; and the execution of em was judg'd 
abſolurely. neceſſary to raiſe the Glory ot his Maje- 
ſty's Arms, and recall Fortune, who. had ſeem'd to 
abandon them in the preceding Campaigns. The ſirſt 
of theſe Projects was to attack rhe Imperialiſts in

King Philip and Marſhal Tbeſſe having paſs'd the 
Ebro and the Segra, entred into Catalonia with one 
Army; another French Army, which was command- 
ed by the Duke of Noailles, entred that Province an- 
other way. The 3d of April theſe two Armies were 
join'd together in a great Plain, between Montjovi and 
Lobregat, the Siege of Barcelona was begun the next 
day. The Marqueſs de Legal having taken the com- 
mand of the Army which the Duke of Noailles 
brought thither, inveſted the Place on the fide of Be- 
ſos, and the Marſhal Theſſe on the fide of Lobregat. 
Count Tholouſe, Great Admiral of France, was like - 
wiſe arriv'd there with a Squadron of Men of War, 
and a great number of other Ships laden with Arril- 
lery, and all ſorts of Ammunition and Proviſions, and 
he inveſted the Place by Sea. But in ſpire of all

powder; 26000 Bullets; 4300 Bombs; 6500 Gra.

I have ſent 
back for 5 Months upon their Parole thoſe who were

*ed, and others were ſtript and rifled, according to 


the Fortune of War. The Soldiers that we have 


taken are about 3000, whom TI have ſent by the 
way of Liege to Maeſtricht, to be diſpets d into other 
* Places, We have likewiſe loft ſeveral Officers 
of Diſtinction, amongſt others Prince Lewis of 
* Heſſe, Colonel of Infantry. I will make an exact 
*Lift of the dead and wounded, as well Officers as 
Soldiers that we have had in this Action, and ſhall

he the Honour to addreſs your Majeſty with the 
next day after our Victory, had the fortune of fal- 
* ling into the Enemies Hands. I take the liberty of 
uriting this ſecond to congratulate you with all Hu- 
* mility and Reſpect upon the happy Succeſs which it 
has pleaſed God to give the Arms of the High Allies 
* upon their Enemies. I (hall not repeat the Particu- 
* lars of it, well knowing that your Majeſty has been 
ſully inforni'd otherways ; we have alrcady gather d 
all the Fruits from it that we could have defir'd in 
* ſo ſhort a time: The Capital Bruſſels and all the o- 
ther Towns of Brabant, Antwerp excepted, have ſub- 
* mitred to his Catholick Maj:fty King Charles III.

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If the Battle of Hochſtet caus'd the loſs of Bavaria, 
and baniſh'd rhe Elector our of his own Dominions ; 
the Government of the Low. Coumtries and the expecta- 
tion which he had of the Sovereignties of the Dutchy 
of Brabant and the County of Flanders,with which the 
two King's had flatter'd him, ſtill remain'd to comfort 
him in his Adverſity. His Electoral Higbneſs, to eſta- 
bliſh himſelf in a Country where he was to reign as 
Sovereign, earneſtly defir'd ro come to a deciſive Bat- 
tle, 1 that the Arms of the two Crowns 
would have better Succeſs in Flanders than they had had 
in Bavaria; and altho' the declining State of Affairs 
in Spain had induc'd the King at laſt to conſent to it, 

et his Majeſty could not forbear reproaching the E- 
ector in a Letter that he wfir to him ſcon after the 
Battle of Ramily, upon the prefling inſtances which 
the Elector had made at the Court of Fance to ob- 
tain that permiſſion. Theſe Reproaches caſt the E- 
lector into Deſpair, and were the more ſenſible to him 
as they depriv'd him of all hopes of beiter Fortune 
hereafter, and as he had. no reſource left after the 
lols of the Low-Countrics, If he had hearkned 
in Bavaria to the advice of his faithful Miniſters 
before the Battle of Hochſtet, he would have acted 
prudently, he would have diſarm'd, made bis Peace 
with the Emperor and his Allies, and rot have ſeen 
himſelf reduc'd ro ſuch evil Extremities: Bur when 
Ambition fills a Prince's Mind, Humane Reaſon is no 
longer capable of rerſwading him, he runs precipt- 
rarely into ruin. This fatal Ambition has been the 

uſe of all the Elector's Diſgraces, and his Brother 
Fe Elector of Cologn has alſo felt the diſmal influen- 
ces of ir, he being vounger was more apr ro ſuffer 
himſelf to be ſeduc d. All that remains of theſe two 
Princes ancient Glory, is the regret of having loſt their 
Dominions, and the deſpair of ever recovering them 
again, 

1 the loſs of the Battle of Remilly, there was no- 
thing to be ſeen in the Low.

A Dendermond and Aeth were beſieg d and taken without 
abundance of refiftance, The People of the Low- 
Countries, fatigued with the Domination of France, re - 
ceiv'd the Confederate Generals every where as their 
Deliverers, who had redeem d them from Slavery, and 
recover'd their ancient Liberry. The Confederate 
Army purſu'd the Elector, who was oblig d ro leave 
rhe Field, and with the remains of the French Army 
ſeek an Azill under the Cannon of the fortiſi d Towns. 
Diſcord, which had been baniſh'd from the King's 
Armies in the late Wars, began now to reign amon 
the Generals. The Elector complain'd of V:lleroy, and 
Villeroy of the Elector. His Majeſty, to appeaſe theſe 
inreftine Jars, recall'd Villeroy, and gave the command 
of his Army to the Duke of Vendome. 
I have ſaid that the Court of France form'd four 
Projects at the opening of the Campaign, which would 
have put an end to the War, to the advantage of the 
two — if they had ſucceeded, We have ſeen 
how three of them have miſcarried 3 the only one 
temaining, is the Siege of Turin, The Court was 
| very intent upon this, and eſteem'd it as her only re- 
ſource: The happy Succeſs which the firſt Project 
had by the Battle of Calcinate, made the King 
conceive great hopes of the Reduction of Turin, 
and there was a great deal of reaſon ro believe that 
that Deſign would have ſucceeded. But Prince Eu- 
gene, by his Vigilance, after 32 Marches, came to the 
relief of Turin, and being join'd by the Troops of 
his Royal Highneſs of Savoy ;.cheſE two Princes 
tack d = French 4 2 1 ot" ny with 
much Vigour, that in d a Victory, as fignal 
and compleat as any has been yer heard of. 
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
